APPALLING RECORD OF ASSASSINATIONS 
IN RUSSIA DURING THE PAST 
TWEN TY-FIVE Y EARS 

The assassination of Vice-Admiral Kuzmich is but a continuation of 
the reign of terror which bsa long overspread Russia. The following 
assassinations or attempts at assassination for the past twenty-five years 
show the terrible nature of the campaign against Russian officials and 
royalty — 

General De Mesentzoff, Chief of Police, assassinated in streets of 
St. Petersburg, August 16th, 1878. 

Prince Demetrius Krapotkine, Governor of Kharkoff, assassinated 
while returning from a ball, February 22d, 1879. 

Attempted assassination of the Czar, Alexander II , by undermining 
a railway train near Moscow, December 1st, 1878. 

. Explosion of dynamite and guncotton under the dining-room of the 
Winter Palace, St. Petersburg, a few minutes before the advent of the 
Czar and his family, February 17th, 1880. 

Alexander II. killed by explosion of a bomb, March 13tb, 1881. 

General Streinikoff, public prosecutor, assassinated at Odessa by two 
students, March %tb. 1882. 

Lieutenant Sudeikin, Chief of Secret Police, and his nephew, M. 
Sadovsky, assassinated at St. Petersburg, December 28th, 1883. 

Captain Solotouchine, Chief of Moscow's Secret Police, assassinated 
by female Nihilist. January 27th. 1901. 

M. Hogoliepoff. Minister of Public Instruction, mortally wounded in 
St. Petersburg. February 27th, 1901. 

M. Pobiedonostzeff shot at, March, 1901. 

M. Sipiaguine, Minister of Interior, assassinated in St. Petersburg, 
April 15th. 1902. 

General Bogdanovitch. Governor of Ufa, assassinated May 19th, 

1903. 

Murderous attack on Prince GaTftzio, Governor General of the Cau- 
casus, October 27th, 1903. 

General Bobrikoff, Governor General of Finland, fatally shot, June 
ICth, 1904. 

M. Plehve, Minister of the Interior, killed by a bomb iff St. Peters- 
burg. July 28th, 1904. 

Grand Duke Sergius killed by a bomb thrown under his carriage at 
Moscow, February 17th, 1905. 

Chief of Police of Moscow shot by unknown man, July 11th, 1905. 

General Drugormlroff fatally shot, October 27th, 1905. 

The above data only refers to prominent persons, the number of 
minor officials assaulted having been legion.

HELD CONSTITUTIONAL 



First Attack Made on the Croan Dog 
Tax Law 
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The first test case of the celebrated Croan 
Dog Tax Law, which was enacted by the last Leg- 
islature, came in the Franklin County Court 
Tuesday, Judge J. H. Pologrove boiding that it 
is constitutional. 

The judgment will be appealed to the Circuit 
Court. 

Attorney Andrew Scott, acting for John 
Clarke, a farmer, raised the question of its con- 
stitutionality. 

Clarke was charged with harboring a sheep- 
killing dog which he refused to allow to be killed. 

He was fined $25. but the fine will be held in 
abeyance until the case is carried through the 
higher tribunals 



It has been the custom of The American 
Grocer to yearly translate for the public the 
Government excise statistics into current retail 
prices, and thus determine the amount actually 
spent by the American people for beverages, 
both alcoholic and non-alcoholic. The figures 
for 1906, just completed, show that we spent 
for beverages $1.54fS,700,UO7. as against $1.- 
41*8.022.715 in l'JO-4. $1,451.C33,.17 ( J in 1903, 
$l,3t;9,0«J8,27t; in 1902 and $1,273,212,380 in 
1901. The total drink bill today, aa the com- 
piler states, is "one-fourth of the total esti- 
mated production of the cotton, wheat, corn, 
hav and tobacco crops, and every other product 
of farms, orchards, cattle ranches, dairies and 
every other agricultural industry. It amounts 
to one-eighth of the Xation'a totaj expenditure 
for food." Of this aggregate $223,269,233. or 
not one-sixth, is for coffee, tea and cocoa, the 
non-alcoholic beverage*. 

It is found, upon comparing the per capita 
consumption of liquors in 1905 with that for 
1840, that a tremendous change has taken place 
in the relative proportion of a'coholic beverages 
consumed. Here are the figures in gallons pur 
capita: Mult DUtUltd 
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That is, in sixty-five years, the average 
American has increaoed his allowance of beer 
fourteen times, and learned to drink half aa 
much again of wine, but at the same time cut 
off three-sevenths of hisconsumption of whisky. 
Only one of these changes, however, haa been 
at all steady. The consumption of wine, as 
shown by the official atatistics, has been wholly 
erratic, ranging as high as M gallon in 1902 
and as low as .26 in UM, The individual con- 
sumption of whisky and other spirits showed an 
irregular decline until it reached its minimum 
of 1.01 gallon, also in 1890, after which it 
mounted again steadily for eight years to 1 48 
gallon in 1904, and only this year has the in- 
crease ceased and a slight decline been indicated. 
But the increase of beer-drinking has been as 
steady and seemingly inevitable as that of pop- 
ulation. From 1803 to the current year there 
have been only six years in which setbacka of 
even a fraction of a gallon occurred. 

The average expenditure for alcoholic drinks 
for liquors in 1806 was $93 15 for each family 
of five, an interesting fact when it is compared 
with the statement of the Bureau of Labor 
that the annual earning capacity of the Amer- 
ican family was $749
